were all delighted with them. It 
was a particularly gladsome oc- 
casion. Another thought came 

to me as well: it was how proud 
the little school house must have 
been to have so many of its for- 
mer pupils once again together 
under its roof and happy to be 
there. The Lewis family, espe- 
cially Anna, Miss Sara Janes, 
Mrs. Herb Dunham, formerly 
Joy Meyers, and many others. 

Sara, now instructor of weaving 
for the government, and Joy, 
the capable chatelaine of beauti- 
ful "Dawson Manor," a little 
way south of the school, and 
Anna, director of W.I. in the 
Ontario government. Both Anna 
and Sara took part in the new 
W.J. film, and when it comes to 
Newmarket you all will see for 
yourself, and be proud of them. 

It showed the beginning of the 
fir«=». W.I. at Stoney Creek in 

1897, near Niagara Falls. The 
nar-a tor's voice said: "We have 
a story to tell — a story of a land 
and its women; a story of a 
priceless gift made by these wo- 
men to a gmteful world." Then 
the voice said, "This is Ontario," 
followed by a series of lovely 
pictures of rural Ontario. They 
showed pioneers coming to On- 
tario in covered wagons. 

The story goes on to the first 
Women's Institute In the world 
founded in 1897 at Stoney Greek, 
and how, through this one ven- 
ture, there are now Women's 
Institutes all over the world; 26 
countries banded together by a 
common bond with the slogan, 
"For Home and Country." These 
women found a common meeting 
place for an exchange of ideas 
and for the promotion of under- 
standing and good will between 
nations in the "associated coun- 
try — women of the world." 
Through the efforts of our Cana- 
dian women, the Macdonald 
Institute at Guelph was built and 
it was at tho Agricultural Col- 
lege at Guelph on June 18, 1947, 
that the Jubilee celebration was 
held, when 12,000 women from 
every province gathered, and 
contrary to the belief that it al- 
ways rains when a hunch of wo- 
rnen get together, it was an ideal 
day, warm and sunny. The film 
showed the different speakers- 
there were even guests from 
„o al Britam t New Zealand and 
U.S.A. and from six other Cana- 
dian provinces, all with mes-i 
sages from their branches. Our 
Anna Lewis paid tribute to the 
charter members from the 
Stoney Creek Institute who had 
Places of honor on the platform. 
The ceremony ended tip with 
a colorful historical pageant, 
"last There be Light"— in about 
ten or twelve "episodes" which 
showed the progress of the Wo- 
men's Institute from its earliest 
days at Stoney Creek— and how 
it has grown. It was a magnifi- 
cent sight on the screen, and 
you will all have a treat when 
our branch asks for it for New- 
market. Of course in these days 
or I should say these evenings of 
Daylight Saving, it means a very 
late hour before darkness makes 
it possible to put on a film prop- 
erly in the town hall, however, 
we can arrange for an early 
showing in the autumn, if not at 
present, and you will be proud 
too of our Newmarket girls who

'4 Tsp. vanilla 

Vj Tsp. ginger M Tsp. cinnamon 
¥& Tsp. baking soda 
*4 Tsp. salt *6 Tsp. nutmeg 

Cream fat well and add honey 
gradually. Add well beaten eggs. 
Beat well- Mix and sift all dry 
ingredients and add alternately 
with the milk. Bake in two 
nine-inch layer pans (375 de- 
grees) in moderately hot oven 
30-35 minutes or in loaf pan 
(9"x9") for abou 65 minutes at 
350 degrees. . 

BUTTERSCOTCH SLICES 
1/3 Cup chicken fat 

54 Cap brown sugar 
1 Effff 

1/1 Tsp. vanilla 
VA Cups pastry flour 
114 Tsp. baking powder 
14 Tsp. salt 

Cream fat and sugar, then add 
vanilla and egg. Beat well. Mix 
in flour sifted with baking pow- 
der and salt.

graveyard, and if a hiinter over 
finds an elephant graveyard he 
indeed finds a fortune! 

There really is something fas- 
cinating about .them— so huge- 
ten or twelve feet high, with a 
funny flat forehead* sometimes 
with a depression in it where the 
driver — the iC mahart" sits if he 
is. small, and the elephant seems 
to understand everything the na- 
tive driver says to it.

My earliest recollection of 
elephants was a circus coming to 
town and of being taken down 
to see them get a drink under* 
the Water St. bridge.

I the air and "trumpet." It sure 
! was one big circus day for New- 
market.
